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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A fluid pressure control circuit includes a fluid pressure device which is operated by a 
fluid pressure; a control valve which is connected to the fluid pressure device via a 
connecting passage, and which changes a flow rate of predetermined fluid that is to be 
supplied to the fluid pressure device or that is to be discharged from the fluid pressure 
device according to a position of a valve element; and a pressure difference reflecting 
device which moves the valve element based on a difference in the fluid pressure between 
predetermined two different portions in the connecting passage and which changes the 
flow rate of the fluid that is to be supplied or to be discharged through the control valve 
according to the fluid pressure difference. With this fluid pressure control circuit, it is 
possible to obtain excellent responsiveness during supply/discharge of the fluid, change in 
the fluid pressure or the like, without increasing the amount of the fluid to be consumed.
